SPRING POULTRY 
R. G. Kirby. 
Young chicks will eat the ashes 
brooder bouse stoves and the bits o 
ash and mineral matter seem good fo 
their growth and the health of 
digestive systems. Ashes from 
stoves ean he fed to old sttiek hut 
I bent pins or hits of uietil should be 
1 thrown in the stove as poultry may eat 
‘ such material when it is bright and at.- 
! tractive. 
The clhck* that follow an old 
obtain plenty of exercise and it 
to make them thrive. 
Brooder 
cliieks must l»e furnished 
scratching 
liitier to keep them busy, 
stormy weather it pays to cut green 
sods and place them in the brooder 
house. 
Scratching in the sods help« 
to develop tin* strength of the chicks 
legs and this helps to prevent 
h‘g 
weakness which is often a menace to 
chicks that, are confined several week 
on n board floor. 
Green food must not be omitted front 
the ration of the brooder chicks We 


find that finely chopped mangels are 
appetizing to eldeks and furnish the 
hulk which is needed in their ration. 
They will fight for the hits of mangel 
and obtain needed exercise while chas­ 
ing each other nltout the brooder. 


Care of Eggs 
Hutching eggs should Ik* stored in a 
room where the temperature will range 
clo.se to fifty degrees. Chilling will re­ 
duce the strength of the germ and pre­ 
vent the egg from hatching. 
A tem­ 
perature of seventy degrees or more 
will cause a slow germination to start. 
The fresher the eggs the greater the 
chances for a larger nnmlier of thrifty 
eh ricks. 
When buying huehting eggs from dls 
tant breeders it pays to let them re­ 
main quiet for about ten hours be­ 
fore incubation. 
Experience 
proves 
that the eggs which have had time 
to settle from jostling of transporta­ 
tion wi 11 hatch better than eggs that 
are rushed from the shipping jackage 
direct to the Incubator. 
When setting hens are placed in a 
dry building it is best to cut t& fresh 
sod for the bottom of each nest box. 
The moist ure in this sod will Just long 
enough to help the eggs iu hatching 
and give them conditions very similar 
to tlu* stolen nest on the moist earth. 
The chickens from a stolen nest never 
seem to have trouble in emerging from 
the slit‘11 and their thrifty appearance 
”suuliy indicates that tin* conditions 
f incubation were about ideal.

The geese will keep the water 
fountains dirty and empty them often 
They will drive the cliieks from thi 
mash hoppers and also frighten them 
away when the scratch feed is scatter­ 
ed on the range. The profit in ge«*s»' is 
made by raising them on cheap feed 
and not on the growing mash used for 
chickens. 
Goslings may he raised by giving 
only tender grass for the first two 
days. 
Then a moist mash eouqxtsed 
two-third* wheat middlings and one 
third corn meal ean Ik* given four 
times per day. 
After the first week 
cracked corn aud plenty of 
emler grass will keep the geese grow 
ing rapidly. 
Some goose breeders raise 
goslings successfully by mixing dry 
bread with milk and then squeezing 
nearly dry. 
This is a substitute for

The Hog Creek Indian fight took 
place on the Jesse Dickerson league 
survey, in Drown county 111 the month 
of February 1870, and was fought by 
Comanche County men. 
1 hiring from 
tier days there was a determined set j 
of «»arly settlers residing in Comanche ( 
County, foremost among whom were 
the men who engaged 
in 
the 
Hog 
Creek fight who were always on the j 
alert for Indians and acted as If 1111 I 
occasional sc ray with them was a re­ 
lief for Indians and the monotony of I 
frontier life. Home of these men made 
execlH'Ot peace officers In after years 
not only In Comanche county, but in 
other counties in the state and were 
a terror to evil doers. 
On the date 
mentioned Frank Brown,- eorge Wal­ 
lace and B. Grissom, 
who 
were on 
their way to mill at Han Ha ha, atopfied 
to rest their teams at Mustang water 
hole in Comanche county. 
They were 
soon joined by Mr. John Koch, who 
had been out hunting horses. 
A few 
minutes after Roch Joined them they 
heard 
a 
noise 
and 
upon 
looking 
around were astonished to aee about 
thirty Indians charging 
down 
upon 
them. 
Mr. Roch who hod some ex­ 
perience in 
fighting 
Indians 
took 
charge of 
the defense, 
the Indians 
come yelling and circled around the 
were shooting

While some of the little party 
were shooting at the Indians, others 
hastily constructed 11 barricade of sacks 
of wheat in less time than it takes to 
tell it.

Dave Cunningham and Fr< ■man Clark 
soon overtook one who dodgel under 
the neck of Clark's horse and shot 
Clark under the arm. the hall lodged 
in the opposite hide of his n«vk, kill­ 
ing (dm instantly. Dave Cunningham 
killed the Indian who killed Clark and 
three other Indians were killed in the 
running fight of two melis that en­ 
sued, and before the rest of them gain­ 
ed the shelter of some thicker, Joe 
Curley, W. M. Cunningham, Joe \a 
hors and Ike Ward were lefe to pre­ 
vent his escape, while the ithers con­ 
tinued tiie chase.
